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$10 Tax Increase 
Defeated In Vote 
Of 2700 Students 


a The URI student body voted 
no fo a proposed $10 increase 
in the athletic tax. The actual 
yote was 1147 “Yes” (43%) 
and 1627 “No” (59%). 
Simultaneously, students voted 
“Yes on whether they 
approved of being taxed fo 
support athletics. The vote on 
this question was 1501 Yes or 
55% and 1245 No. or 45% 
Maurice Zarchen, Director 
of Athletics, stated that 
because “4,000 other students 
didn't care” enough to vote it 
indicated that “there wouldn’t 
be any objection if there was 3 
$10 increase.” He went on to 


say that if “students Strongly 
Opposed it they would have 
voted no.” 


Student reaction to this has 
varied. Opponents of the 
referendum feel that those who 
did vote are the ones who 
cared and ought to be listened 
to. The election results, they 
added, are final and the 
President must respect the no 
vote.

Dede Davis Resigns Post As 


Student Senate Vice-Pres. 


Dede Davis, Vice-President 
of the Student Senate, resigned 
from that position at the 
Senate meeting Monday night. 
Her reason for resigning 
basically involves a concern 
over her future academic and 
life-work. The following is a 
letter addressed to Senate 
President Al Divoll, from Miss 
Davis: 

Dear Al. 

For me, most of my 
education here has been from 
My experiences with the 
Student Senate. From the 
Opportunities which the 
Student government has given 
to me, I personally have gained 
a great deal. Hopefully, I have 
been able to give something to 
It also.

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Overcrowding Discussed in Senate 


The resignations of three 


Student Senate members 
including the present Vice 
President, Diane Davis, were 


accepted at the meeting of the 
Senate last Monday night, at 
which there was also discussion 
of the overcrowding in classes 
at URI and the introduction of 
& proposal to deal with this 
problem. 

A constitutional amendment 
dealing with Vice Presidential 
succession was introduced on 
the floor of the Senate by 


Senator Rick Shadoain, as a 
result of Sen. Davis’s 
resignation. 


The amendment allows for 
the appointment of the Vice 
President by the Senate in case 
of his “death, withdrawal or 
removal."’ The “Acting Vice 
President shall have all the 
powers and duties of that 
rice” and “any 
undergraduate student is 
eligible for nomination,”’ The 
amendment will be acted upon 
next week, 

Nominations would be made 
on the floor of the Senate by 
Senators or by submission of a

letter by interested students 
who qualify and would be 
open for no more than two 


Senate meetings. Elections 
would be made by secret 
ballot. 


On the overcrowding 
question a bill was introduced 
which called for the cutback of 
admissions for freshmen and 
transfer students until there 
was adequate classroom space 
and faculty available to these 
students. A later resolution of 
a request of a freeze in 
enrollment to be sent to the 
State Board of Trustees was 
rejected. 

Some discussion of the 
usefulness of Student Senate as 
a body came out at the 
meeting over the report from a 


Senate representive on the 
calendar committee. Sen. 
Daiell reported the 
recommendation of the 
Calendar Committee for the 
1970-197) academic year

‘PUB’ Expected Success, 
Marginal Profit Reported

Mr. Robert A. Rainville, 
director of student activities in 
the Union, indicated in a 
recent interview that he feels 
the newly-opened Rathskellar 
will eventually become 
self-sufficient. He pointed out 
that during the first two full 
weeks of operation from 
December 8 to 20, income in 
the Rathskellar exceeded all 
expenses by $71.66. 


However, for the period of 
December 8 through 31, which 
constitutes the first month of 


operation, the Rathskellar 
expenenced a net loss of 
$245.30 This loss was 


attributed to the fact that in 
order to ascertain the future 
needs of the Rathskellar, a full 
complement of waiters had 
been scheduled for the first 
two weeks of operation. In 
addition, the last ten days of 
December produced very little 
income because of Chnstmas 
vacation. The extra cost of 
using a full complement of 
waiters as well as the need to 
compensate a manager and a 
bartender, who are employed 
full-time, resulted in the 
deficit figure for the first 
weeks of operation 


Attendance rates in the 
Rathskellar during the first two 
weeks that it was open and the 
past week were adequate. Mr 
Rainville stated«that patronage 
IS expected to increase 
however, due to the fact that

Mr Rainville ippeared 
pleased when he announced 
that thus far. no difficulties 
involved either with or in the 
Rathskellar itself. have been 
encountered, The operating 
procedures restrict anyone 


under twenty-one years of age 
from gaining admittance and so 
far this rule had been upheld.

A tuition shortage of 
$309.000 because of a decline 
in the expected cnrollment 
contnbuted to the deficit, plus 
over spending in the dining 
services of $55,000 in the 
residence halls, $155,000; the 
telephone service, $70,000; the 
ibrary, $133,000; and staff 
and faculty benefits of 
$214,000. 

The new Centrex telephone 
system was blamed for the 
increase in the telephone 
account. It was reported that 
the faculty telephone bill for 
long distance calis was $$,000 
in November. 

The increase in the library 
account was solely for books 
and was paid from the current 
budget. A decrease of the same 
amount will be made in the 
purchasing of books this year.

Low budget estimates 
caused the deficit in the 
employee benefits account, 


ind an “overly optimistic” 
prediction of the number of 
students that would enroll this 
year resulted in the losses in 
tuition and fees.

Representative Joseph A 
Thibeault, a Cumberland state 
representative involved == in 
educational reform said it did 
little good for URI officials to 
accuse past administrators for 
the deficit, He called for a 
thorough investigation of State 
colleges’ uccounting 
procedures 

“The administration of this 
budget clearly rests with those 
in charge today,’ Mr. 
Thibeault said. He added that 
he will recommend that the 
House Finance Committee 
Supervise auditing of state 
college accounts. 

The Board of Trustees of 
State Colleges have said they 
have “complete confidence” in 
President Baum and his 
udministration and have been 
assured that URI will operate 
in the black this year. 

Dennis J. Roberts, chairman 
of the state Board of Regents 
that will assume control of the 
State college system July 1, 
said he had no comment on the 
deficit. He added that the 
Board may discuss the issue at 
this week's meeting. 

URI treasurer Joseph 
O'Connell said the University 
will be able to reduce the 
deficit by increases in tuition 
and general fees that will 
become effective next 
semester. 

A periodic budgetary review 
during the fiscal year will be 
used to check on the progress

Has Individualized Program 


Dr. Jerome Pollack, Dean of 
Arts and Sciences, has 
announced the formation of a 
new Bachelor of Arts 
Committee on individualized 
majors and experimental 
COUrSES, 

The first charge reads as 
follows: “The possibility of a 
student pursuing sa program 
leading to a bachelor’s degree 
without majoring in a specific 
discipline; i.e., an 
individualized program tailored 
to the specific student.” The 
committee is also charged with 
“the possibility of courses 


Trustees Establish Degree 


In Enviromental Sciences 


The Board of Trustzes of 
State Colleges has approved (5 
Feb. 70) the establishment of a 
master of science degree 
program in environmental 
health sciences. at the 
University of Rhode Island. 

A university committee that 
drew up the proposal for the 
interdisciplinary program said 
it is designed to help meet a 
national need for more highly 
trained public health officials. 

The committee said 
conferences with Dr. Joseph 
Cannon, director of the state 
Department of Health, and 
Frederick Simo, chief of its 
food and sanitation section, 
have emphasized “‘a critical 
need in Rhode Island for better 
trained and qualified personne! 
in environmental health 
services.” 

“The last 25 years has seen 
an enormous growth in health 
services required by an 
increasingly complex society,” 
the committee said. “It is 
nationally recognized that such 
demands have outstnpped our 
ability to train sufficient 
numbers of qualified personnel 
to insure high standards of 
community health and 
Sanitation. To cope with the 
problems posed by a 
steadily-threatened 
environment, personne! must 
be trained at a level beyond 
what was considered adequate 
a few years ago. 

“The introduction into the 


environment of chemical 
pesticides, radioactive 
materials, factory wastes, 


sewage and air pollutants has 
created problems that require 
personne) educated at a 
graduate degree level. These 
professional people need not 
only know the health and 
Sanitation aspects associated 
with the new technology but 
must also be able to be of 
assistance to communities 


struggling with problems of 
city planning, government and 


vast social changes.” 

During the first year of the 
program, starting this fall, it is 
contemplated that six graduate 
students will be enrolled and 
the program will expand in 
numbers later, the committee 
said, It is expected that the 
majority of the master’s 
candidates will come from 
state departments of health 
and various federal health 
agencies. No additional funds 
will be required to supplement 
present physical facilities at 
URI, the committee added. 

Among the qualifications of 
the university to operate such a 
graduate program, the 
committee said, is a traditional 
Strength in the biological 
sciences. At least 12 
departments in various colleges 
of the university will 
participate in the program, 
which is expected to take a 
candidate two years to 
complete. 

Students will have a wide 
choice of subjects and 
interdepartmental seminars, 
but will be required to take a 
core curriculum consisting of 
food biochemistry, food 
microbiology, pathogenic 
bacteriology, introduction to 
air pollution, radiological 
health physics, water supply 
and sewerage, animal ecology, 
public health administration 
and law, and interdisciplinary 
s¢minars in environmental 
health. 

Students will be able to 
select among several course 
options, or areas of 
specialization, such as 
Sanitation and air pollution; 
foods, food chemistry and 
Sanitation; or public health 
administration. 

Normally students will be 


required to serve summer 
internships in health 
departments, teaching, 


hospitals, research institutions, 
industnal companies, or city 
and state governments.

The concept of the 
individualized major is not new 
and has been already developed 
elsewhere. At Hobart College 
in New York, fate fast 
November a similar proposal 
was passed by the faculty. Of 
particular interest is the simple 
machinery set up to 
accomplish this goal “that a 
student be permitted to tailor a 
major to satisfy his own 
needs." The machinery is 


summed up in these five 
statements: 
A A | permanent 


Sub-Committee on Majors, five 
faculty members., appointed 
by the Committee on 
Academic Affairs. would 
supervise the program. 

B. A student wanting to 
design his own major would 
first get the approval of the 
faculty advisor (chosen by 
himself with his specialized 
major interest in mind), and 
then the approval of the 
faculty Sub-Committee on 
Majors. 

C. The student would have 
to justify his program to his 
advisor and to the 
sub-committee, on the grounds 
of purpose, meaningful goals, 


etc. 

D. This tailored major 
should be as mgid and as 
demanding as the regular 
departmental major; to insure 
that if is, the faculty will have 
to rely on the standards and 
judgement of the 
sub-committee. 

E. Majors in geographical 
area studies (e.g., Asia, Latin 
Amenca) would fit into this 
system. The advisor the 
student chooses would 
presumably be in the 
geographical area of 
concentration, But recognizing 
that these are somewhat 
specialized cases, we 
recommend that the President 


appoint a Coordinator of Area — 


Studies from the faculty, with 
overall su isory authority 
over geographical area studies 
majors.

In a BEACON interview. 
Powell described the black's lot 
in America. ‘Whites are trying 
to stave the blacks off.’ he 
said, adding that things will get 
worse before they get better. 
“Blacks aren't going to get 
anything from President 
Nixon,” Powell continued, and 
accused him of being anti-poor,. 
He added that he doesn't “have 
any hope for the next three 
years,’ referring to the length 
of President Nixon's term in 
office He also said the 
President had submitted a bill 


in the House that would 
appropnate $11,500,000 for 
payment to farmers not to 


plant crops, while a few days 
earlier he vetoed the HEW bill 
that would help the students 
and poor of the country. 





interview Powell 
praised the Black Panthers, 
calling them «a4 “catalytic 
agent.’ He expressed shock at 
the way Black Panthers have 
become more and more the 
targets of police raids. 


When asked about his 
expulsion from the U.S. House 
of Representatives, Rep. 
Powell responded by saying 


that it indicated his success as a 
representative. He is now 
serving again in the seat he was 
denied a few years ago, as a 
result of Supreme Court nuling. 
Mr. Powell said the “senile 
gentlemen are still there” and 
the “unholy alliance”’ is still in 
control of all the House bills. 
He also said that 43% of all 
domestic legislation had gone 
through his House Education 
and Labor Committee. The

I enjoyed reading your form 
letter immensely.

Psychology 7, reflects 
the over-crowded situation in 
other departments, as students 
closed out of other courses 
turned to Psych 7 as a last 
resort. 

Approximately 100 students 
were closed out of sociology 
courses. As Dept. chairman 
William R. Rosengren put it 
“We need more staff.”’

President of RIC 
Calls Aid Cutback 
Serious Problem 


An anticipated cutback in 
federal student aid funds for 
the 1970-1971 academic year 
may Cause a serious problem in 
helping needy students, Dr. 
Joseph L. Kauffman, president 
of Rhode Island told the Board 
of Trustees of State Colleges 
last week. 

Mr. Kauffman said that RIC 
had requested about $200,000 
to assist 400 needy students 
but that they had been 
informed that there would be 
only about $74,000 in the 
national defense students loan 
program next year. 

If the reduction is sustained. 
Mr. Kauffman said, it will be 
impossible to renew all loans 
held by current students and 
there will be no dollars to 
make loans to new students, 
Because of this the college has 


petitioned a federal review 
panel to _ reconsider this 
decision. 


The trustees were also 
informed of Dr. Werner A. 
Baum's, pres. of URI, decision 
to halt the previous university 
practice of withholding 
diplomas or the right of 
registration from students who 
had failed to pay a fraternity 
or sorority bill. 

The ruling which Dr. Baum 
had sought from the state 
Sttorncy general's office stated 
that “The university would 
have not any more right to 
withhold the diploma or right 
of registration for nonpayment 
of a fraternity or sorority bill 
than it would have if the 
student owed any creditor be it 
on campus or off campus”

One chairman suggested that 
more advantage should be 
made of the junior college 


ent-Budget Crisis - 
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System, having students take 
required courses at the junior 
college level, then transferring 
to URI for their major study. 

Amidst suggestions and 


speculation, the fact remains 
that URI is in financial trouble 
and is depending upon the 
Board of Trustees and the 
General Assembly for rescue.
